lent thunder-storm brokes over the cily ol Paris
on the night of the 16th of July, 1868, of which
most extraordinary accounts were given o the
papers of the fellowlng day. The elouds that
were formed were evormous in mass and (o
density, and so rapid was the condensation of
vapor that electiicity was developed lu fmimense
quantitics, and 1t passed to and fro between the
clouds anud the earth in every concelvable way.
The congequence was o continanl snccession of
the most vivid flashes of lightning, snd an io.
pessant orashing and rollivg of thonder, The
lightnlog strock and did serious damage in muny
places, Inove Instancait fell upon one of the
gne tubes in the street. It tused n porilon of
the tube, and =ct the guss on lre, which, In its
burning, illuminated the whole surrounding
reg fon snd produced universal alarm. While
these effvcts were produced by the yioleut dis-
charges coming in rapid succession {rom the
accumulatio t electrie force, there &eems Lo
have been alzo & flow of a more gentle and quaiet
character, divceting itself upon all conducting
surfaces and mus=es, and especinlly upon every
projectivg polnt, Most extraordinary aecounts
were given in the pepers the next day of the
Iambent flarues spen alightiog upon every pro-
minent point jo the streets, or gliding slong the
watercourses, or blazing up from the openings
of the sewers, Some people suw Lhe street in
certaln pluces, as they =aid, tull of fire, Tuecsge
accounts were, no doubt, greatly exaggerated
the mindsof the observers being mueh -llemrhnl
by their exciternent snd their nlarm.  There is,
however, every reason to beheve thaot there
was a great deul of reality in the foundation of
The stories,

In the castern part of Paris, st the place
formerly occupied by the Bastile, there stands
a tall column eatled” *'The Colupn of Jaly”
belog <o named from certuin grealevents which
occurred during that month on o certain year,
and which the column wao intended to eom-
memorate.

Many Enpglish peerd have, indeed, quite o
speoiatie in the way of pulronizing exiles; buat,
of course, 1n ull such cases vhe exile must inve
avame which brings some gratitying distinction
to s host, He must be gomebody worth
pointing ont to the otber gucete. 1 know that
wapy Continental refugees have chafed ab all
this, and some have steadily held aloot frowm it,
and declined to be shown off tor the admration
of a nevelty-hunting crowd, Muany, too, have
been deceived by it; have mistaken soch {dle at-
tention for profonnd and practical sympathy, and
have thought that two or three peers wnd Lali o
dozen arigtoeratic petticon's could direct the
foreign policy of Englund, They huve swelled
with bops and coufidencs; huve bailttheir plans
and based their organizutions on the falth wthat
Park Lave meant the Bratish Goverpment, and
that the politeness of a Cuabluet Minlster was as
good ns the assistunce of & Bridlsh fleet; and
have found out what {diots they were yu such o
beliet, and have gone nizh to bresking their
hearta sccordingly, Iodeed, the readiness of
all classes in Epgland to rush at any distine
gilshed exile, and become effusive nbous hunself
und lis cavse 13 very oiften—or, at least, used to
be~—a eruel kindness, sure to be misundersiood
and 1o betray-—a love that killed.

Nothing could, in its way, have been more
upfortunate and calawitous than the outburst
ot popular enthusiasm in Evgland about the
Pobish insurrection four years fago. Some ol
the Pelish leaders divicg in Loudon were com-
pletely deceived by it, and finally believed that
England was about to tske up arms in their
cause, An agitution wus gob up, outside tne
House of Commons, by an earnest, well meaning
gentleman, whbo reslly belleved what he sald;
and ingide the House by a bustling, quickwitted
puolitical adyventurer, who wrm‘ni‘y otight not Lo
linve believed what he said, This latter gentles
men actually went out to Cracow, in Audtrian
Poland, and was received there with wild de-
monstrations of welcome as & representative of
the national will of England aud the precursor
of Euglish iotervention. The Polish insurree-
tion went on; and Fogland wrote a diplomatie
note, which Russla rescoted ne a piece of im-
pertinence; swd there England’s sympathy
ended, T thiuk,” sald & great English Liberal
to me, “"that ecvery Englishman who belped to
encourage these poor Poles und give them hope
of Evglish help, has Polish blood on his bands.”
Tthitk go, too.

I Lave always thought that Feliee Orsini was
in pome gort o victim to the kind of delusion
which Euglish popularity so easily fosters, 1
met Orsind when lie came to Epgland, not very
long betore the unfortunate and criminal
avempt of the Bue Lepelletuer; apd I wis much
taken, a8 most people who met him were, by
the simplicity, sweetness, sud soldierly frank-
ness of his demeapor, He delivercd some
leetnres in London, Manchester, Liverpool, and
other lurge towns, on his owa porsonal adyey.
tures—primcipally bis ereape from prison—and
thovgh he Lad but a moderste success gsu
lecturer, he was suwirounded everywhere by
wellsmenmng and sympathizing groups, the
extent of whese hfluence wud the practical
vilue of whose sympuntby he probably did not
at first gquite understand, He certainly had, at
one time, some ysgue hopesof obtaiging for
the canse of Ialian independence o snbstantial
asistance from England, A short experience
cured him ol that dream; and I fancy it was

then thet he formed the resolution which he
alterwards  attompted so  desperstely to
curry out. T think, from something 1 heard

him sny onee, that Mazzinl had endeavored to
enlighten him a8 to the wue stale of affairs in
Epglsnud, and the real value of the sort of sym-
pathy which Loundon go rendily offers to an
mteresting extle. But Ido not believe Mazzint's
sdyloe Lud much lnfluence over Or:lul. Iudeed,
the Jatter, at the time 1 saw bim, bad but litde
respect for Mazzin!, He spoke with something
like coutempt of the great comspirator, 1t
would bave peen well for Or«ind i ne had, in
one thing at least, followed the counsels of
Mazzini. People nsed 1o say como yeurs ngo
that odiovs and desperate as Orsint's aliempt
was, it at least had the merlt of irightening
Louis Napolton into active etiorts on behinlf ol
Itnly., There was ro much aboat Orsint thut
wus worthy sand noble that one would be giud
to regurd him as even in s erlme the instra-
ment of good to the country he loved so well,
Bot duecumentary sud other evidence pus made it
clear sinca Orsini’s death thst the negotlations
which ended In Solfernno and Villairaoea wero
beguw before Origwn bad ever plapned his mur-
derous enterprize, The fact js 1hat, durtng the
Crimenn war, Cavonr first tried England on the
subjeet, throvgh easy-going aud leedless Lord
Clurendon—who hardly took the trouble to
listen to the gudaclous projects of his friend —
and then wrped 1o France, where quicker aud
shiewder ears listened Lo what he had to say,
Louls Blaue I8, perbaps, the only revolusion-
ary exile who, in my time, has been everywhere
and permaneutly popular in London socioly.
The fate of & politioal exlle In m place
like London ususlly is to be a lou among
one clique and a bete now In auother,
But Lotis Blane has been nccepled snd wel-
comed everywhere, although ne has usver com-
promised or concenled one 10ta of his pelitical
op'nions, [ think one esplanation, sod, per-
hape, the explatation of this somewhat remurk-
able fhenomenon, is to be found in the factthat
Louis Blape never for an hour played the part
of aconspleator, Ho seems 10 have hovorably
construed his place in Euglish society to be that
of one to whom a shelter had been glveo, snd
who was bound pot to make any use of that
gheller which could embarrass his host. In
Loudon he censed to be an active politicinn,
He refused to exhibit himsell én viotime. He
gppealed to no public pity, He made no parsde
of defent and exile. He went lo work stendi'y
a8 & litexary men, and he had Lhe cournge to he
poor, When he appeared in public It wassimply
89 & literary Jecturer, He was not very suceess-
il in 1hat cupnciti. At least he was not what
o secretary of & lycenm would call b success,

past dieplayed, Bot tha genersl poublic cared
nothing sbout the saons where wit, and levity,
nod wickednoss prepared the way for revola-
